I  should  be  glad,  of  course,  to* hare 
you  go  into  particular*  aa  telly  as  you 
are  disposed  to  do ;  but  I  do  not  wish  to 
tax  your  patlenos,  and  I  shall  bs  greatly 
obliged  f  r  a  simple  answer  to  these 
two  questions.” 

No  lees  than  eighty  ^ -eight  of  the  busy 
gentlemen  who  received  this  circular 
were  kind  enough  tb-  aaswer  the  ques¬ 
tion*— a -me  of  them  briefly,  moat  of 
them  quite  tolly,  and  it  turned  oat  that 
few  had  been  brought  up  like  moat  of 
the  boy*  who  crowd  the  ball  crounds 
and  fill  tbe  streets  of  our  cities  ta  these 
.ater  day*.  Here  Is  a  brief  summary  of 
the  returns : 

Ol  three  eigh'v-eight  men,  twelre 
■pent  the  first  fifteen  years  of  their  lib 
in  tbe  city,  twelve  in  villages,  and  sixty- 
four  were  farmers’  boy*. 

But  of  the  twenty-four  who  lived  In 
▼Ul&gre  and  cities,  six  were  urscticallv 
termers’  boy*,  for  they  lived  in  email 
village*,  or  on  the  outskirts  of  cities, 
and  bad  tbe  same  kind  of  work  to  do 
that  farmers  boys  have.  One  of  these 
village  boy*  sain :  * 

“  I  learned  to  hoe,  dig  sJM  mow ;  in 
fact,  1  was  obliged  to  do  wort,  whether 
I  liked  it  or  no.  In  winter  I  went  to 
•school,  and  worked  night*  and  mornings 
for  my  board.” 

Another  said :  “  I  used  to  work  away 
from  home  some  on  a  farm  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  and  fall.  In  tbe  winter,  when  going 
to  sc**)],  we  three  boy*  used  to  work 
up  the  wood  for  winter  use.” 

Four  other*  told  substantially  tbe 
same  story.  A*  these  were  about  the 
same  as  farmsie’  boys,  we  may  add  them 
to  that  list,  so  feat  seventy  out  of  eig bty- 
eigbt— almost  four- filths  of  all  these 
men— had  the  training  of  term  life. 

Now  how  waa  it  with  tbe  eighteen 
city  and  village  hoys  ou  the  listP  Did 
they  have  aa  easy  lime  of  itf  Five  of 
them  did,  aa  they  testify:  five  of  them 
had  no  work  in  particular  to  do,  but 
one  of  the  five  says  that  he  studied  law 
when  out  of  school,  and  that  waa  not 
exactly  play.  Tbe  rest  ol  tbe  eighteen 
were  poor  boy*— not  paupers  by  any 
means,  bat  children  of  the  humbler 
■Itisee*.  many  of  them  in  narrow  and 
seedy  circumstance*— and  though  they 
lived  in  cftiM  or  vi Hagen,  they  wore  ac¬ 
customed  from  their  earliest  years  to 
hard  work-

At  the  signal  the  old  gentleman 
quietly  stepped  aboard  and  took  a  seat 
by  himsal/.  When  fee  conductor,  in 
taking  up  the  tickets,  came  to  him  and 
demanded  his /are,  he  replied: 

“  I  do  not  pay  fare  on  this  road.” 

“  Then  I«will  put  you  off  at  fee  nert 
station  ” 

The  conductor  passed  on,  and  a  pas¬ 
senger  who  had  seen  the  transaction 

said  to  him : 

Do  you  know  that  old  gentleman?” 

**  No/I  do  aot.” 

2  Well,  it  is  Mr. - .  the  president  of 

thi*  road." 

The  conductor  changed  color  and  bit 
bis  lips,  bat  went  on  and  finished 
up  the  tickets.  As  soon  as  he  had  done 
he  returned  to  **  old  limpy”  and 

“‘Sir,  I  resign  my  situation  as 
tor.” 

“Sit  down  here,  young  man.  I  do 
not  wish  to  harm  you ;  but  we  run  this 
road  for  profit  and  to  accommodate  fee 
public,  and  we  make  it  an  invariable 
rule  to  treat  every  person  wife  perfect 
civility,  whatever  garb  he  wears,  of 
whatever  infirmity  he  suffers.  This 
rule  is  imperative  upen  every  one  of  our 
employees.  I  shall  not  remove  you  for 
what  you  have  done,  but  it  must  not  be 
repeated.” 

The  conductor  afterward  never  saw 
among  his  passengers  another  “old 
iimpy.” — Bailtoay  Aye.
